francs, this being the proceeds of an is- 
sue of short term bonds which are, of 
course, not revenue pure and simple. 

Another single item of the same char- 
acter is one of 155 millions 850 thousands 
of francs which is an anticipated repay- 
ment of a sinking fund account from 
the Eastern Railway Company, and is 
equally inappropriately called revenue. 
Items of this character carry the total up 
to nearly 300 millions of francs. 

On the opposite side an item of nearly 
62 millions of francs, which is a sum spe- 
cially provided for ‘he present naval pro- 
gram, has been withdrawn from the bud- 
get, together with a further sum of 
estimated expenditure 
for Morocco. There is also the sum of 
73 millions of francs for the immediate 
increase in armaments: in fact nearly 
300 millions of francs altogether has been 
removed from this year’s budget.

quietly and earnestly by the Earl! of 
Stanhope at the Boston banquet ‘ in 
_ honor of the British delegation at the 

Somerset Saturday night, is the 
parest expression to date that the 
le world is bidden to the Anglo- 

American peace centennial a year or 80 
hence. . 

More than 300 Bostonians gave wel- 
come Saturday to the foreign visitors 
who were the guests of the common- 
wéalth of Massachusetts and the city 
of Boston at one of the most significant 
gatherings here within recent date. 
England, Scotland, Ireland, Canada, New- 
foundland, Australia and Belgium were 
represented on the British commission 
now in this country to arrange plans for 
, celebrating the one hundred years of 
peace. The Boston City Club never had 
a hand in a social affair where it came 
off with higher honors than on: Saturday. 

With many speeches bearing on inter- 
national good-will; with guests and hosts 
striving with each other in showing ap- 
preciation, with a menu as choice as care 
and good taste could previde, it is not to 
be wondered that when the delegation 
left for Washington, Sunday, each mem- 
ber expressed hig high admiration for the 
Boston welcome. As a matter of fact, 
back of all this festivity and socia) ming- 

ling there rose something far more than 
mere enjoyment of the moment. 

The speech of Sir Arthur Lawley, who 
headed the British delegation in the ab- 
sence of Lord Weardale, was a carefully 
prepared expression of how the world 
was watching this preliminary work for 
the centennial! celebration because all na- 
tions were concerned.

“Our paths have been apart in the 
past and our courses often divergent. 
But I believe that from now on we will 
be marching along shoulder to shoulder 
and in the consumation of such a lasting 
friendship I trust that our coming here 
may not have been in vain.” 

Sir Edmund Walker, a member of the 
Canadian Senate and one of the leading 
bankers of the Dominion, spoke inter- 
estingly on the similarity and the dif- 
ference of the people in the United 
States and Canada. 

Sir Edmund was of the belief that 
the idiosyncracies of each country should 
be developed along individual channels, 
and he considered it unwise that people 
over too large a territory should pro- 
gress along the same political and social 
lines. 

The speaker paid a high tribute to 
American enterprise. He thought that 


the United States should be praised be- 
cause when it became independent it gave 
Canada a chance that Sir Edmund 
Walker thought it would have been im- 
possible to have obtained had not the 
American colonies set the example for 
greater liberty. 

“And where do I come in?” 

This was the opening remark of Raoul 
Dandurand, another member of the Can- 
adian Senate and one of the foremost 
French Canadians in = the Dominion 
Parliament. 

“We are soon to celebrate an Anglo- 
Saxon event,” Senator Dandurand said. 
“but let us not forget that while this 
celebration hinges on something concern- 
ing English-speaking people, the French- 
speaking people of Canada are no less 
interested. It is well that it should be 
understood that.all nations and people 
of all tongues are invited to participate 
in the celebration of 1914-15. Canada, 
including its French-speaking people, 
will join heartily.” ; 

James Allen Baker, formerly of 
Canada, now a member of the English 
House of Commons gave an. interesting 
account of how the Rush-Bagot treaty 
sprang into existence. He went into 
the diplomatic aspect of the negotia- 
tions 100 years ago, and showed how 
historically proper it was that the cen- 
tennial celebration. should be held. He 
was followed by Prof. C. 
Ghent, who represented his city on the 
commission and who furnished other 
data of historical significance. 

Arriving later in the evening Dr. 
Charles Eliot, former president of Har- 
vard University, was one of the last 
speakers. Dr. Eliot, however, in his 
account of what he had seen in the east 
during his recent tour, declared how 
necessary it was not only to avoid war 
but to root out the causes that make 
for war. 

He asked adherence to treaty obliga- 
tions as a chief means for preserving 
international peace. He defended the 
Balkan war as something made neces- 
sary when oppression comes to an alien 
people. He pointed to Russia in Persia 
as a factor for tending to bring about 
conflict, 

As a fitting climax to the evening Al- 
fred Noyes, the English poet, read one of 


his latest poems, in which he contrasted 
the blessings of international harmony 
with war and all that followed. 

_ In Trinity church, Sunday, the Rev. 
Dr, Alexander Mann delivered a sermon 
on international friendship. 

Many of the British delegates attended. 
At the South Congregational church 
Joseph Allen Baker and the Rev. H. S. 
Perris spoke on certain aspects of the 
coming peace centennial.

tated intercourse and accelerated com- 
munication. We are therefore encour- 
aged to hope that the development of 
letters, science and the arts, of commerce, 
industry and finance, of mutual knowl- 
edge, trust and good feeling .on the part 
of those who owe different allegiances 
and who speak different tongues, may 
profitably absorb the energy of mankind, 
as well as offer opportunity for the dis- 
play of the noblest and finest traits of 
mind and of character. 

“Great Britain has been a colonizing 
nation and the United States has drawn 
to its population various and powerful 
elements from different flags. Therefore, 
a century of peace between Great Bri- 
tain and her dominions beyond the seas 
on the one hand and the United States 
on the other hand, touches directly both 
the interests and the imagination of 
every land to which Great Britain's 
sons have gone, as well as those of 
every nation from which the present day 
population of the United States has been 
drawn. Such a celebration will not only 
close a century of exceptional signifi- 
cance and importance, but it will call 
attention to an example and an ideal 
that we earnestly hope may be followed 
and pursued in years to come.

BOAT TO CARRY 
TIES FOR RAILROAD 


SAN DIEGO, Cal.—The steam schooner 
Caspar has been chartered by the San 
Diego & Arizona Railroad Company to 
transport ties'from Mendocino county to 
San Pedro. From the ‘northern port the 
ties will beoeartied by sea and rail to 
Coyote Wells, where they will be used 
in constructing 10 miles of road from 
the Wells to Carriso canyon. 

Sufficient rails for- 10 miles of track 
are now on the ground. The new track 
will be used for bringing up from the 
main line material for cutting tne right 
of wey through the hills of Carriso can- 
yon. It is understood; from information 
given out by Captain Madsen of the Cas- 
par, that the carrier has been chartered 
to carry three full cargoes of ties.

It would 
provide excellent quarters for the Bos- 
ton Fruit and Produce Exchange. 


Save Time and Steps 


In the arrangement of the cold stor- 
age plant Mr. Wheeler plans an econ- 
omical system whereby the least amount 
of traveling is given to those who do 
business in the market either as buyer 
or seller, 

Some fruit and produce ntiiaile a cool 
temperature for proper preservation that 
will not change the natural texture and 
for this an, open storage would be pro- 
vided. Between the cold storage sections 
Mr. Wheeler would place the open stor- 
age compartments, the colder sections on 
either side furnishing the required tem- 
perature. 

Starting at. the Atlantic avenue end 
Mr. Wheeler woula place the fish dealers 
first as being most handy to the water 
and requiring cold storage, then the 
meats, poultry and eggs. An open stor- 
age section could be placed here for the 
apples and other, fruit and produce of 
a similar ‘character. 

Dairy products and kindred lines would 
come next, requiring cold storage. Pota- 
toes and like edibles would come under 
the requirements of another open storage 
division at this point and the end would 
again be a cold storage plant for other 
articles of trade demanding such temper- 
ature. 


Must Do it Now 


Secretary Wheeler said Boston must 
today face the problem of providing 
suitable market accomodations. 

He pointed out that Paris constructed 


a new market at a cost of some $10,- 
000,000 on a location outside the city 
and is now compelled to make an ex- 
tension at an expense of some $5,000,000 
more. Boston, he said, has a great ad- 
vantage in being able to construct a 
new market in the heart of the city 
and at a cost of probably not more than 
$5,000,000 and perhaps for $4,000,000. 

Other large cities in this country, ac- 
cording to the new secretary, are solving 
the market problem by building large 
markets in the same way that Paris has 
done. The municipal market, in the 
opinion of Mr, Wheeler, is a paying pro- 
position for the city, the consumer and 
the producer, raising the standard of the 
community generally. 

In his plans for the new municipal 
market Mr. Wheeler provides for an eco- 
nomical system of distribution in con- 
nection with the railroad tunnel between 
the North and South stations if that 
jroject is put through. He would con- 
struct a large basement receiving and 
Yistribution station with tracks on either 
side of the building, so that freight cars 
could be brought in fromthe tunnel and 
quickly unloaded and loaded again for 
outside market districts. 

If the underground layout is not pos- 
sible, Mr. Wheeler would provide the 
same arrangement on the street level. 
He also includes tracks for the trolley 
express cars to come in and go out, be- 
lieving that they are an important ad- 
junct of the marketing of farm produce 
today.

The telegram of protest was sent to 
Governor Johnson following conferences 
between the President, Secretary Bryan 
and John Bassett Mooré, counselor of 
the state department, and frequent calls 
at the department by Ambassador 
Chinda. It follows: 


“The President directs me to express | 
in | 


his appreciation of your courtesy 
delaying action on the land bill now be- 
fore you until its provisions could be 
communicated to the Japanese govern- 
ment, and considered by it. 

“His excellency Baron Chinda has, on 
behalf of his government, presented an 
earnest protest against the measure. 
As you have before vou but two alter- 
natives, viz., to approve or to veto, it 
will avail nothing to recall to your at- 
jtention the amendments suggested to the 
Legislature, and as the President has 
already laid before you his views upon 
the subject, it is unnecessary to reiterate 
them. 

“He passes over the questions affect- 
ing treaty rights for two reasons. First, 
because, the bill passed by the Legis- 


to tréaty obligations; and second, be- 
eause any conflict complained of would 
be a matter for the courts. But ‘he 
President feels justified in expressing 
again his desire that action on the sub- 
ject be deferred for this session and 
he expresses the desire the more freely 
because the Legislature can be recon- 
vened at any time if the welfare of ‘he 
state requires it. 

“He is fully alive to. the importance 
of removing any root of discord which 
may create antagonism between Ameri- 
can citizens and the subjects of Oriental 
nations residing here, but he is impelled 
by a sense of duty to express the hope 
that vou will see fit to allow time for 
diplomatic effort. 

“The nations affected by the proposed 
law are friendly nations—nations that 
have shown themselves willing to co- 
operate in the establishment of harmoni- 
ous relations between their people and 
ours. 

“If a postponement commends itself 
to your judgment the President will be 
pleased to cooperate in -a systematic 
effort to discover and correct any evils 
that may exist in connection with land 
ownership by aliens.”

in the most accessible places, down to 
$1 for the least valuable and least 
accessible timber. The initial rates will 
be subject to readjustment in 1918 and 
in 1922. By such readjustment the 
stumpage price may be modified twice 
at four-year infervals during the 12 
years which wil! be allowed for the 
removal of the .timber. 

The department officials point out that 
in sales of such a large quantity of tim- 
ber it is necessary to allow a long term 
contract because of the magnitude of 
operation and investment. The fact 
that many large sales have been made 
with readjustment clauses indicates, it 
is held, that timber operators find the 
method businesslike and practicable. 

The timber to be cut lies on the water 
Sheds of the south and middle forks o: 
the Payette, and bids will be received 
for any or all of the timber on either 
fork. It is accessible to southern Idaho 
which is developing rapidly and in whic 
the demand for timber will increase.

$2,100,000 PAID 
FOR TIMBER LAND 


VANCOUVER, B. C.—A large timber 
deal was closed recently in British Col- 
umbia when Lacey & Company of Chi- 
cago sold berth “W" on the Lower Lil- 
looet river to the Deering Plow Com- 
pany of Moline and Chicago, for about 
$2,100,000. 

The property was sold for about $3 per 
1000 on an approved cruise showing the 
standing timber to be $700,000,000 feet, 
mostly cedar and fir. Its area is about 
10,704 acres, and the lower section is 
less than three miles from Haney on the 
line of the Canadian Pacific railway.

in our library is second to none in Amer- 
ica, and it is doubtful if any collec- 
tion abroad can equal it. 

“David Robertson, an English writer 
and jurist of this period, is quoted as 
saying: “The library of the _ British 
museum and the public law libraries in 
the metropolis (London) are defective 
in regard to the writings of the foreign 
jurists. Of 91 continental writers upon 
the subject of the conflict of laws, quoted 
or referred to by the American jurists, 
Livermore and Story, a large proportion 
is not to be found in these libraries. 

“The collections from which Liver- 
more and Story made their references 


i'were all in the Harvard law library at 


this time. 

The foundation for this great library 
had been Jaid in 1817 and 1818 when 
Asaha Stearns, the first professor of law 
at Harvard, gave his books to the use of 


the students. In 1834 Charles Sumner, 


i who was then librarian, managed to ob- 


tain the law library of Judge Story which 
at that time was the largest personal 
library in this country and which was 
considered very valuable as it contained 
the reports of the supreme court during 
Judge Story’s membership. In 1829 Chris- 
topher Gore. for whom Gore hall was 
built at a later date, gave a series of 
gifts which aided the library to expand 
for the first ‘time. In 1833 Samuel Liver- 
more gave ‘he whole of his library on 
foreign law. This collection contained 
300 voluumes and was better than any 
collection at that time in either Europe 
or America. 

Recently the library has been enriched

which go back as far as 1712. Francis 
Rawles of Philadelphia presented the 
library with a collection of the Bar As- 
sociation reports of the various states of 
the United States and Canada. This 


existence, it is said, and many 
volumes can not be found elsewhere. 
To this has been added 477 volumes 
of the reports of the supreme court of the 
Argentine Republic and the famous Ah- 
vart collection of the Marquis 
vart of Madrid, Spain. This collection is 
considered the finest collection upon in- 
ternational law which has ever been 
gathered together. The complete laws 
of Brazil since 1808 to the present are 
among the list of valuable collections. 
The most valuable single book which the 
library owns is the Nova Statuta which 
was published in 1496-97 by Pynson, 
London. An edition of the tract en- 
titled “Diversity of. Courts,” printed in 
1526, is another valuable single copy.

The public trustee can hardly record 
such matters in his annual report; Tike 
those who “do good by stealth and blush 
to find it fame” he is silent.

The help given by the public trustee 
must be particularly useful in the case of 
small estates. There are, at present 
1736 cases where the estate is under 
£2000 in value. The average value of 
these is £661. 

Another feature deserving notice is 
the increasing use made of the depart- 
ment by those who have little know!l- 
edge as to investments, and are inex- 
perienced the conditions under which 
money may be safely and profitably 
invested, or by persons whose profes- 
sion takes them abroad and so gives 
them little time “or opportunity for 
looking after their affairs personally. 
The public trustee points out that by 
a very simple scheme of trusteeship he 
can be constituied a trustee in such 
cases, and that as this scheme is becom- 
ing more widely known il is being more 
avd more resorted to. 

“The public trustee is also being made 
use of as an administrator of funds 
raised by public subscription. This took 
place four times last vear, the most 
notable occasion being when le was ap- 
pointed cotrustee with the Jord mayor 
for the time being of the Titanic fund. 
amounting to £413,000. When such prog- 
ress has been made in five years, and 
such varied activity in many directions 
is witnessed, it. is difficult to forecast 
the future. But that the department is 
fulfilling many useful public ‘unctions 
admits of no question.

after the seeding season has been entirely 
accomplished. 

St. Paul reports a firmer and steadier 
market due to stronger influences in east- 
ern centers and to the fact that banks 
are loaned up fully as close as they 
desire at this season of the vear. Al- 
though the market is not active bankers 
express themselves as fully satisfied with 
the general run of business under pre- 
vailing conditions. Rates as a rule are 
from 5! ta 6 per cent. St. Louis bank- 
ers are experiencing a fair amount of 
business in the demand for tunds from 
agricultural sources. Bank clearings 
show a perceptible increase from week 
to week with general conditions on a 
firm and steady basis. 

In the commercial paper market brok- 
ers are offering some names at 5 to 534 
per cent with the majority going at 5% 
per cent, while it is the exception te 
have the minimum rate prevail. Pur- 
chasers are found mostly in some of the 
country banks, with a few instances 
being recorded where buying has taken 
place in the East where rates of money 
are somewhat easier.

The IS4 cities in question at the beginning of the vear named 
had aggregate cash on hand amounting to S207 901,557, with avail- 
able receipts trom all sources amounting to S1,518,076.851. 9 They 
had a gross aggregate indebtedness at that tnme of S2,458,00S.74 7, 
equal to SS8Y.28 per capita. Three tienis relating to the indebtedness 
of the cities are particularly striking. The frst is the one showing 
New York to be in debt to an amount equal to about two fitths ot 
the total. [ts gross mdebtedness in 1910 was $1,024,694,445 > net, 
S656,194,554. The second ts that while Boston's tndebtedness— 
eross, $115,427,695: net. S74,112.216—1s not comparable in size 
with New York's, it is next in order. The third is that Chicago 
—-the second city of the republic—should have an indebtedness of 
only $95,615,546 gross, or $66,796,902, net. 

\ proper analysis of the figures of indebtedness should enter 
into the whole question of government in each community. Ef, tor 
example, New York has a tremendous indebtedness, it has also 
cngaged in many tremendous public enterprises. Boston's long con- 
iiuance, and its undertakings tor civic betterment, involving 
iunense outlays for sireet and park improvements, will account in 
part for the size of its debt m comparison with that of some other 
cities of greater or less population. Chicago has not as vet ventured 
npon expenditures commensurate with its size, its population or its 
wealth. It 1s without a subway system, and it has escaped the 
expense incident to the construction and maintenance of a great 
harbor. It would be inieresting as well as instructive, before draw- 
ing conclusions, to find what each of the greater cities has to show 
for the indebtedness IL is NOW carrying.

lr oUGHT to be said in justice to the stage, 
and because it is true, that i? the literary 
standard of the period were higher the dra- 
matic standard would be higher also. To a 
very large degree the stage of the period 
reflects the imaginative literature ot the 
period, and the mnaginative literature of the 
period ts, as we see it, low, and lowering. 
[11 such a case it 1s 1mpossible tor the stage 
to be elevating unless it shall take its moral 
tone from the imaginative literature of another and a better period, 
or create absolutely its own productions. There is no moral indorse- 
ment of contents in the fact that an timmoral book is a best seller, 
nor is its muoralitv lessened by dramatization. Creators of fiction, 
playwrights, and adapters have all to be taught the lesson. somehow, 
that the books and plays thev are producing in numerous instances 
are abhorrent to the educated, cultivated public taste of the country. 
lt is doubtful, however, if this can be taught effectually so long as 
the production of matter of this character is found to be commer- 
cially protitable. There must be something more than individual 
‘iorce to the protest: 1t must become a popular revolt. 

And this has been started 11 a small way. It is seem in the 
nature of the references to certain works of fiction and to certain 
plavs. It is seen particularly in the courageous refusal of some high- 
class periodicals and newspapers even to mention publications and 
plays that appeal to the grosser side of humanity. Unless we are 
eyeatly mistaken, this course will lead to one more positive and 
aggressive. Intelligent and respectable parents will see fo it, we feel 
sure, that their homes are nat polluted with vicious “fiction far 
vouth,” even though it may appear in pretentious and attractive 
form. 

Much of the so-called juvenile literature of the dav is unfit to 
be adniited into decent families. It should be excluded. If parents 
do not know what to shut out, they should seek advice; if the advice 
‘s not easily available, communities that place a proper valuation 
upon their welfare will provide it. If the nation is once aroused to 
this situation as it should be, we believe some other problems that 
are knocking loudly at the doors of society can be dealt with more 
speedily and more eftectively.
